Conzlderable speculation hns  heen In-
dulged In by Omaha rajlroad men a8 A resuit
of the rumar whish, It ls belleved, is waell
authentieated, conoorning the dissslution of
the Unlon Pacific-Northwesiern combing, by
ronson of an alliance of the several trans-
vontinental 1ines, with the Vanderbllt lnter-
esta loft out,

The effect of such an arrangement would
he far-reaching and would witneas the in-
auguration of an era of keen rafliroad compes
titlon unknown for many years It would
mean an improvement of transcontinantal
service, necsasitnted by the attempt of the
different trunk lines to secures the business
neross the continent. This proposed deal 18
not now, It has Leen in the air since the
Vanderbiits asanried themselves so prom-
fnently in the management of the Unlon Pa-
cifle and Jolned Into a seeming lronclad ar-
rpgement with the Northwestern road for
folnt business. This has been especially dis-
tasteful to the Harriman Interests, it is sald,
tocauso they have not considersd themaslves
as recelving a fair share of the business
which loaves the Unfon Pacific for the east,
thoe most of which has bepn turned over to
the Nofthwastern for dellyery. With the
Vanderbilt interestg in the Unlon Pacifie
ignored by the balance of the stockholders,
the Northwestern, whieh, as 18 generally
Known, I8 another of the big Vanderbilt In-
terests, would sulfer conslderably and lis
only recourse would be the extenslon of s
Klkhorn branch from Casper, Wyo., through
to Ogmden, there to make conneotions with
the Central Pacifie. By accomplishing this
bullding the Northwestern wonld then have
4 linp on equal faotlng with the Upion Pa-
eifie, but it would open up. an interesting
phase because of the competition of the
Northwestern and Uplon Pacifie, in both of
which ronds the same intorests, the Vander-
bilts, are largely concorned,

Iiefore the reorzanization of the Unlon
Pacifle, which resulted in the predent Agree-
ment hetween that rond and the Northwest-
orn, the latter bas for many years been con-
kidering the wadvisabllity of extending
through to Ogden, and the entrance of the
Burlington Into the wesatorn torvitory pric-
tignlly demanded that such an extension be
made. This, 1t Is belHeved, would have been
urder way long before this had it not been
for the arrangement effected between the
two romds for transcontinental business,

Further developments In the reported com-
bination of the Unlon Paclifie with the other
ronds fumoraed 1o be In on the deal will be
awnited with Interest, and {ts consummation,
in ense such should be the finnl result, will
be of pormaoent Importance In the rallroad
world,

WANT 70 SHAVE CORPSES

Barbers Contend that indertakers
Huave No Right to Infringe Lpon
Thelr Trade,

The State Board of Barbers held a formal
meeting in the Central Labor Unlon temple
Thursday evening and approved the certifi-
cates of 160 of the 260 barbers of Omaha.
This nction saved the barbers many dollars,
as they would have been compelled to have
had them certified by a notary if the board
had not come here. The board consists of
I J. Fltzgerald of Indlanola, president:
Jossph Tummond, West Polnt, viee presi-
dent, and Dr, H. M. Casebeer of Lincoln,
secretary and treasurer, The board met
with the local Barbers' Protectlve assocla-
tlon No. 1 of this clty,

The real object of the board’s meeting In
this city was for the purpose of inspecting
A barbers” "college’” which Is being con-
dueted here. They went through the “‘eol-
lege," Inspected its sanitary methods and
listened to the professional explanations by
the “faculty.” Owing to the closing of the
“students’ " department at 5 o'clock the
board wnas unable to inspect the work be-
ing done and will be compelled to make an-
other visit.

After the return to the Labor temple the
board discussed sectlon No, 8 of the new law
govarning barbers, This section refers par-
ticulirly to the adoptiom of sanitary rules
which will prevent creating and spreading
disease. As a result of the ideas expressed
by the board the craft feels It hne a right to
expect some rigid and sutisfactory rules from
the board soon, as It §s carefully consider-
ing the question,

The secretary stated that he had sent a
formal notice to all undertnlkers that they
must tnke out licenses for barbering or else
atop shaving corpses, A llcense costs 35
and to obtain It & barber must pass a pretty
rigld examination, It Is not belleved that
undertakers can pass this examination and
therefore they wili be ecompelled to send
for barbers whenever they have a corpse to
shave, The old state law prohibits bar-
bers from charglng more than $5 for shaving
corpses and provides that they must have n
specinl kit of tools for that purpose. The
barbors argue that while undertakers make
no apecific charge for shaving corpses, they
include the tax in their bill, charging from
$h to $16 per corpse. They hold further
thut the stale law defllnea a barber as any
pergon who cuts halr or shaves another and
under this definition undertakers may be
classed as barbers, While they confine
their work to corpses, who cannot protest
agulnat the use of a dull razor, It does not
place them beyond the pale, as the barbers
insist the fee ought to be pald to a real
barber and assert that thelr association will
Inslet upon the enforcament of the law,

1t is understood that the State Board of
Undertakers will contend that an under-
taker has a right to shave a cornse or out
the halr, becauae he mukes no charge, and
that it {s no viclatlon of the barbers' law
when he does It,

A test may be made of the law hy the
two honrds.
